PAPER BY GIR HAVILLAND DE SAUSMAREZ. 


Inthe Union Church Hall, Shanghai, Jast week 
Sir Havilla d de Sansmarez

sionary Society upon “The Public Duty of a 
Missionary”. In the course of the paper Sir 
Havilland made apocial referance to’ that part of 
the missionary’s public daty in 80 far: aa it 
touched the government or tho social systems of 
the-people in which he worked, and also how it 
‘effeoted the European community, the members 
of which exercised their calling in the. count: 
to which he was sent. After speaking of a cri- 
ticism which was sometimes passed upon 
niissionorics that poople « of little education 


and less oxperience came. ont into ‘new |- 


cireuastances, ho said ft followed that the public 
Tifo of a mission, that was, 9 number of individ- 
tals who- were mirsionarios,, would be of the 
most usa to the larger society in which. it 
worked if it endesvourdd thot each of ita 
members should be directed along the line in 
which they could do™most good, ond if mia. ° 
lows -Well-balunced ' 
membors were curbed, The auccoss of medical ! 
missions and the increase of industrial missions 
proved that the duty-of tho missionary . ss 
fronsplanted aa well ag ‘to ‘tho: gove.u- 
ment under which, he taught. In troating of | 
the relations of (he country, the governing 
body, and the social order of the people among 
whom ho worked, it was material fo point out 
that a8. thoro wera differences in the mathods. 
‘and the religious ideale and tho advancement of 
tho civilisation of the people, so there were 
differences in tho capacity and goollwill of the | 
rulers. In oll cases there waa a duty to the 
boly, howover imperfeot its ideals or its 
methods, on which the stability of the social 
order depended. Whilo it oxisted it was ontitléd 
to the dliedionca of the forei:ner who worked | 
within ite dominions. Should the ideals. of the 
people change so that they demanded 
and secured a better government, that was for i 
them. It wes not for the stranger within their 
gates; he must remomber that the Governinont’s
